Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler. 
Celebrities Cheered 
The 
crowd—estimated by a 
police lieutenant at 50,000 over a 
10-block area—cheered each fa­ 
mous 
arrival.

voices.

Kennedy 
was 
jostled 
slightly as she arrived alter a 
brief visit with Mrs. King. Soon 
after Mrs. Kennedy departed, 
Mrs. King left for the church.

After the funeral services, a 
farm wagon drawn by two Geor­ 
gia mules carries King’s body 
through Atlanta streets. But the 
crowd was so dense that the 
wagon—a faded old green mule 
cart—was delayed getting to the I 
church.

The 10:30 a m. funeral service 
for the 39-year-old Nobel Peace 
Prize recipient who was killed 
by a sniper Thursday night in 
Memphis 
Tenn., 
is

Mrs. King’s request. 
March Through Streets 
After the service, thousands 
of mourners planned to march 
through the streets in proces­ 
sion 
behind 
the 
mule-drawn 
wagon containing King’s body 
for a 2 p.m. public service in the 
quadrangle of Morehouse Col­ 
lege. 
It was at Morehouse that King 
earned 
his 
bachelor’s 
degree 
and first shaped his doctrine of, 
peaceful social dissent. Dr Ben­ 
jamin Mays, retired president 
of Morehouse and one of King’s 
college 
instructors, 
leads the 
public service. 
Afterward the funeral cortege 
will go by car to the South View 
Cemetery, five miles from the 
college, where King will be en­ 
tombed in a marble mausoleum 
on a grassy hillside.

Mourners kept moving past 
the glass-covered casket, past 
the stilled form and back out­ 
side the red brick church called 
Ebenezer—which 
in 
Hebrew 
means “stone of help.” 
Across the nation,U.S. flags 
were at half staff, stock ex­ 
changes closed, sports events 
delayed, banks shut down in 
tome 
areas,

closed and the roulette wheels 
and gaming tables stopped in 
Las Vegas, Nev., in tribute to 
King.

Allied Sweeps 


End Threat To 


Saigon Areas 


SAIGON 
(AP) — The U.S. 
Command today announced the 
end of five Allied operations in 
the 
provinces 
around 
Saigon 
and said 3,336 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese were killed. 
Meanwhile, the war slipped into 
another of its periodic lulls amid 
peace maneuvers by Washing­ 
ton and Hanoi. 
The 
Communist 
command 
may be regrouping and refitting 
its troops or waiting to see what 
comes of the peace moves. But 
senior U.S. officers said they 
saw no signs that the enemy 
command was de-escalating. 
These officers said the termi­ 
nation of the five Allied opera- 
tions also did not necessarily 
mean a de-escalation by the al­ 
lies. 
“ From time to time we close 
out and begin new operations.” 
one senior officer on Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreland’s staff 
said. 
In the five operations, some of 
them begun last year and others 
launched as recently as a month 
ago, 183 Americans were killed 
and 1.358 wounded, 
the U.S.

Thai troops suffered light cas­ 
ualties. 
Among the operations was the 
biggest Allied offensive of the 
war—Quyet Thang, or Resolved 
to Win, in which some 50,000 
U.S.

“We are in agreement with 
our 
allies,”

“and are prepared for ambassa­ 
dorial contacts just as soon as 
arrangements can be complet­ 
ed.” 
Johnson 
spoke to newsmen 
briefly after a breakfast confer­ 
ence 
with 
Ellsworth 
Bunker, 
U.S. ambassador to South Viet­ 
nam. and other senior advisers 
at Camp David near this town 
of 3.000 persons. 
Johnson disclosed Monday an 
official response from Hanoi to 
his bid for direct contacts to get 
talks going between the oppos­ 
ing sides in the Vietnam war. 
Mum On Alternatives 
The United States originally 
proposed Geneva as the place 
for U.S. and North Vietnamese 
envoys to get together, while 
North Vietnam proposed Phom 
Penh, the capital of Cambodia. 
Johnson did not disclose what 
alternative places the United 
States had suggested to the Ha­ 
noi in the new U.S. exchange 
with North Vietnam. 
Bunker, 
who 
arrived 
this 
morning at Andrews Air Force 
Base, Md., outside the nation’s 
capital, flew by helicopter to the 
camp. He was accompanied by 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
Secretary of Defense Clark M. 
Clifford, 
and Gen. 
Earle G. 
Wheeler, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
In 
announcing the meeting 
Monday, Johnson disclosed the 
receipt of a formal reply from 
Hanoi to his expressed willing­ 
ness to undertake preliminary 
diplomatic contacts with repre­ 
sentatives of that Communist 
regime. 
To Set Time, Place 
“We shall be trying.” he said, 
"to work out promptly a time 
and a place for talks.” 
By 
talks, 
Johnson did not 
mean a fuU-scale peace parley. 
Hanoi thus far has signaled that 
its initial interest is in gaining a 
promise that the United States 
wiU 
halt 
unconditionaUy 
all 
bombing af North Vietnam “and 
all other acts of war” against 
that country. 
The Camp David conference 
came against a backdrop of dip­ 
lomatic fencing in which the 
North Vietnamese government 
has implied that the next move 
is Johnson’s. 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy 
Trinh of North Vietnam told 
correspondent d iaries Collin g- 
wood of the Columbia Broad­ 
casting System in an interview 
broadcast last Satin day: 
Seek End Of War 
“ In the course of this (initial) 
contact the American side wrill 
specify the date when the un­ 
conditional cessation of the U.S. 
bombing raids and aU other acts 
of war against the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam will be­ 
come effective; then the two 
sides will reach agreem ent on 
the date, place and level of the 
formal talks between the Demo­ 
cratic Republic of Vietnam and 
the United States.” 
Johnson, by coupling the an­ 
nouncement of the Camp David 
talks with his statement that 
“we shaU be trying to work out 
promptly a time and a place for 
talks.” suggested that diplomat­ 
ic efforts to wind up the Viet­ 
nam war would be the principal 
topic. 
Report Saigon Attitude 
However, White House press 
secretary George Christian lat­ 
er suggested Johnson and Bunk­ 
er might at least place equal 
emphasis on events in South 
Vietnam unrelated to the peace 
probes. 
There 
seemed 
tittle doubt, 
however, that Johnson’s major 
concern in talking with the am ­ 
bassador would be to discuss 
the latest peace bid he initiated 
nine days ago and the reaction 
to it by the Saigon government. 
Both President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and Vice President Nguy­ 
en Cao Ky of South Vietnam 
have indicated anxiety about di­ 
rect diplomatic contacts with 
Hanoi.

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli 
military sources threatened Jor­ 
dan today with more hit-and-run 
raids if Arab ccwnmandos con­ 
tinue their sabotage raids in Is­ 
rael 
and

seized in the 1967 war. 
The Israeli army said it exer­ 
cised the right of hot pursuit 
Monday for the first time after 
troops caught a band of Arab 
commandos in the Negev Desert 
and chased them 20 miles into 
Jordan. Military sources said it 
was likely the Israelis would use 
the same tactics again if the oc­ 
casion arose. 
In Monday’s action, helicop­ 
ters flew the Israeli troops into 
Jordan to attack a commando 
headquarters. The Israeli army 
said its troops withdrew after 
inflicting a number of casualties 
and blowing up a house. 
Jordan claimed that the Israe­ 
lis attempted an invasion with 
armored vehicles and helicopter 
troops “covered by a thick um­ 
brella of Israeli jets” but were 
chased back. An Israeli army 
spokesman said this was “ridic­ 
ulous—there were definitely no 
armor or planes involved, only 
a few helicopters.”

Foresters are a professional group of first import­ 
ance in any area as dependent upon a wood industry econ­ 
omy as the Upper Peninsula and it is the good fortune of 
the U.P. to have a group of foresters which is growing in 
size and learning and which is taking an increasing in­ 
terest in public affairs. 
Foresters should be up to their necks in public 
affairs, of course, because our state and nation are try­ 
ing to make up their minds about who should own the 
forests. The taxing policy determines it and the trend 
is toward government ownership.

In the depression of the early 1930s a third of 
Northern Michigan land was tax delinquent. Millions of 
acres were abandoned by their owners because they 
couldn’t pay the taxes and the state took over. That’s 
how it got its state forests for the most part. 
When the state or federal governments take over 
forest land they cease to demand that it manage to gen­ 
erate enough income so that it can pay taxes. The gov­ 
ernments pay fees to local governments in which their 
forests lands are located in lieu of taxes, but these pay­ 
ments are less than the ad valorem taxes on private 
woodlands and they are not necessarily generated by

LANSING 'AP* — Michigan’s 
criminal sexual psychopath law, 
written 29 years ago as an aid 
in prosecuting sex offenders but 
now described as a hindrance, 
would be repealed under a bill 
approved by the House Monday. 
The House voted 79-7 to strike 
the CSP law from toe books,

The 1939 CSP Act provides 
that a person accused or con­ 
victed of a crim e is sent to a 
mental institution, rather than a

Frank Kelley has filed objec­ 
tions with the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission to several 
proposals to abandon passenger 
and freight train service in the 
Upper Peninsula. 
Acting for the State Public 
Service Commission, Kelley ask­ 
ed for a reversal by the full 
commission 
of findings by 
a 
hearing examiner. 
The examine)- recommended 
abandonment of ferry service by 
the Ann Arbor Railroad between 
Frankfort and Manistique and 
freight service by the Manistique 
and 
Lake Superior 
Railroad 
from Manistique to Doty, about 
40 miles directly north. 
Kelley said that while the rail­ 
roads claim present operations 
are conducted at a loss, evi­ 
dence 
showed 
that 
abandon­ 
ment of the ferry sendee would 
not result in any savings to the 
Ann Arbor Railroad. 
He also said that business in­ 
terests in Manistique and no; 
alternate rail facilities to ship 
such items as coal and scrap 
iron. 
In a second case, the commis­ 
sion granted an application of 


J the Milwaukee and Soo Lines 
Railroad to discontinue passen­ 
ger trains between Milwaukee, 
Wis., and Calumet, also serving 
Iron Mountain, Champion and 
Hough ton-Hancock.

Asks Rate Hike 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Western Union Telegraph Co. 
asked the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission Monday for 
permission to increase rates on 
a variety of its services by a 
total of $2.7 million a year. 
The hikes would go into ef­ 
fect May 5 and would include: 
—An increase from 5 to IO 
cents in the additional charge 
for each domestic telegram filed 
by messenger or telephone. 
—An increase from IO to 15 
cents the additional charge for 
domestic telegrams sent collect. 
—A IO per cent increase in 
domestic money order charges. 
—A IO per cent increase in 
domestic 
telemeter 
charges. 
These are for services on which 
subscribers are billed on a per 
character basis. 
—Increase of 42 to 43 per cent 
for holders of registered cable 
addresses outside of New York, 
San Francisco and Washington. 
The company said that after 
the increases its rate of return 
before taxes will be 5.5 per cent.
